We  need  your  help  in  getting  it  removed.  It  is  a complete  eyesore  and  Mr.  Harold  Hoogasian  (owner)  is  not  in  compliance  with  his  permit 
to  operate.

As  per  this  flower  stand  code,  it  sounds  like  we  may  recommend  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  revoke  his  permit.  How  would  we  go 
about  doing  this? 

Here  is  more  background  information: 

We  tried  to  work  with  Mr.  Hoogasian  about  3 years  ago  (after  the  stand  was  closed  for  some  time)  to  get  him  to  operate  it  and  he  did  for 
a limited  time  but  he  closed  it  again  just  before  Valentine^s  Day  maybe  two  years  ago.  The  windows  have  been  cracked  and  it  has 
been  covered  in  graffiti  for  at  least  3 months. 

DPW  has  told  us  in  the  past  that  they  cannot  enforce  the  permit  for  him  to  operate  it.  They  can  post  notices  to  clean  up  the  graffiti  and 
replace  the  windows  but  we  are  way  beyond  this. 

Thank  you  for  any  assistance  you  can  lend  to  us  on  this.
